To Accede to President Mc- 


Kinley's Cuban Demands, 


WAR IS NOW INEVITABLE 


In the Opinion of the President and His 


AdYisors. 
Action Will Be 
Taken 


Monday. Spam's Shrewd Re- 


jection Is to Refuse a 


Definite Answer. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript.) 


Washington, April 1.—Spain has re- 


fused to accept the proposition of Presi- 
dent McKmley. Her refuial is greeted as 
practically a declaration of war. Congress 
will act Monday. Its action will probably 
be the formal declaration of hostilities. 


The Spanish reply is shrewdly worded. 


It throws the declaration of war on us, 
and is a big play for support from Europe. 
But Europe will not support her, it infor- 
mation in the hands of our government is 
at all reliable. 


The two Spanish cruisers in Havana 


harbor have sailed for an unknown desti- 
nation. Coming at about the same time 
with the answer from Madrid, nothing 
could be more definite except an actual 
declaration of war. 


Our navy is rapidly taking on its war 


aspect. Every piece of useless woodwork 
is being stripped from them. Excitement 
here is at faver heat, but action will be 
deferred till Monday. 


4THE NEGATIVE 


Spain "Want* to Postpone Action and 


Another Proposition. 


Washington, April 1.—The reply of 


Spain is said in effect to be that the in- 
dependence of Cuba means a parting or 
cession of Spanish territory which cannot 
be done without tbe consent of the Cortes, 
which is not in session, and will not be 
until April 24. Consequentely no definite 
answer can be returned to the demand of 
the United States until the Cortes as- 
sembles. 


Then a counter proposition is submitted 


that the Cuban matter be settled upon a 
basis equitable among nations. 
The 


United States is asked to give Spain time 
to treat with tbe insurgents to ascertain 
what can be done in the nature of a peace 
settlement. 


The proposal waa that the insurgents 


should ask for the armstioe instead of the 
United States, and that the request for 
armstice should be dealt with the autono- 
mist cabinet of Cuba, without the iuter- 
uentiou or good offices of tha United 
Sucfes. 


Senators who know the exact nature of 


the reply say it is a very shrewd piece of 
diplomacy made for effect on the world at 
large. The reply is unsatisfactory to the 
president. It will certainly be so to con- 
gress. 


Those who have seen the President say 


that bis hope of a peaceful settlement is 
disappointed by Spain's reply. Adminis- 
tion circles feel that on Monday congress 
will take matters in its own hands. 


No in ore "Concession*." 


Madrid, April 1.—According to the best 


information obtainable today, Spain has 
definitely decided not to make any fur- 
ther concessions to the United States.

Receiving tbe An»w*r. 


"Washington, April 1.—Th'e reply of 
Spain to the final representations of 
President McKInley began to arrive at 
the White House at 11 o'clock last night, 
and tho president, with Assistant Sec- 
retary Day, stayed up to read it as fast 
as it was transmitted. The president 
knew in a general way something of the 
nature of the dispatch, but he was anx- 
ious to know all the details. He de- 
cided to make nothing public until to- 
day. 


Shortly after the operator began to 


take the message Judge Day announced 
to newspaper men that no matter what 
the dispatch contained its contents 
would be given to no one then, and that 
not a single word relating to the sub- 
ject would be made public until today. 
All requests for further information 
were refused. 


When the conference broke up, the 


men who attended it preserved the ut- 
most reticence,, and said they did not feel 
at liberty to discuss the situation. 


While no one would talk with any de- 


gree tt freedom, a senator made this 
admission: "The message Is not what 
we expected." Another senator later 
added that Spain asked for more time 
and had made counter propositions. 


Spain does not accede to the Ameri- 


can demands; neither does she positive- 
ly and finally reject them. The question 
is still left open for future negotiations. 
According to the traditional policy of 
Sfanlsh diplomacy, more delay is re- 
quested and much evasion 
Is mani- 


fested. One of tha reasons for asklnr 


lUTtner time 'fs CBB IBCT tnai TSa 
Istry cannot act without the ratinca- 
tion of the oortes, which is not now in 
session. Counter propositions are also 
suggested rather than plainly stated, 
which look to the side tracking of the 
main issue, which is the immediate and 
complete independence of Cuba. 
I It is now a question with the president 
whether he will continue to treat with 
Spain further along the lines suggested 
in the dispatch and grant the additional 
time which is requested. The reply of 
the Spanish government will be con- 
sidered at the meeting of the cabinet 
today, and then it will be decided wheth- 
er an ultimatum will be sent to Spain. 
Up 1& this time no ultimatum, in the 
diplomatic sense of the word, has been 
forwarded. If sent, it will mean that 
Spain must, within 24 hours, answer 
specifically as to the demands made by 
the United States. In the event of a 
failure to answer or a positive rejection 
of the American propositions the presi- 
dent will suggest to congress the advisa- 
bility of recognizing the independence 
tt Cuba and enforcing the recognition 
by a military demonstration. 


Congress will wait until Monday be- 


fore any action is taken. The commit- 
tee from the Republican conference, af- 
ter an interview with the president, re- 
ported a recommendation that no action 
be taken until Monday, and its report 
was approved The president made a 
frank declaration as to what was taking 
place between the two governments, and 
concluded with these words: "I pray 
God that we may be able to keep peace." 
The impression left with the delegation, 
however, was that he did not expect a 
peaceable adjustment. 


In strictest confidence Mr. McKinley 


outlined the course of communications 
between "Washington and Madrid. He 
stated that all now depended on dis- 
patches to be communicated and re- 
ceived probably within 24 hours. The 
response of Spain to a message cabled 
it by this government was expected 
hourly. After it arrived it would be 
necessary for this country to send an- 
other cable acte as a. reply to Madrid. 
He therefore Intimated that it would be 
gratifying if congress deferred taking 
action until next week. The president 
suggested that what was related re- 
garding the diplomatic negotiations 
should not be repeated until those ne- 
gotiations were closed; that if the secret 
and significant messagflt were revealed 
at this time and should become public 
property and be cabled back to Madrid, 
the publicity might hurt the cause and 
defeat the ends sought. 


Agreement Said to H»v* Been Beached 


on All Points. 


Madrid, April 1.—After a conference 


of three Spanish ministers and General 
Woodford, which lasted about an hour 
last evening, one of the members of the 
cabinet said: "I firmly believe that 
peace la assured. Spain, In a note drawn 
up personally by Mr. Sagasta, has ina^c 
enormous concessions in the hope of as- 
suring peace. She has given way in 
every possible manner, only drawing the 
line where her dignity as a nation ha<- 
been violated. We are sure the presi 
dent of th« United States, with his fair- 
ness of mind, will see how anxious we 
are for peace. 


"On all points we agreed with the 


propositions of the United States, but it 
Is a question of how they should be ap- 
plied. I believe that General Woodford 
fully appreciated our attitude. If the 
president of the United States Is strong 
enough, as we firmly believe, what we 
suggested means peace of the highest 
kind. If the jingees have their own 
way, it simply means war, and we hara 
got to accept it But I am firmly con- 
vinced tnat we are going to have peace." 


Minister Woodford, immediately after 


the conference, retired to the legation 
and wrote out a lengthy cipher cable to 
the president. 


Most remarkable during the whole day 


has been the entire absence of any ex- 
citement. Nobody here believes in war. 
The ministers, above all, believe in 
peace. All appreciate tbe situation as 
serious, however, and press and publlo 
treat it as such. General Woodford, It 
was noted, was most cordial with the 
Spanish ministers, and they expressed 
themselves as favorably Impressed with 
him.

Of the many forms of suffering that 


the war in Cuba is responsible for, none 
is so pitiable as that of which children 
are victims. In Spanish households the 
world over, whether in the mother 
country or the new governments formed 
from her colonies, the place for each 
child in the family is that of a sover- 
eign. Children are as beloved and as j 
longed for and cherished as ever they j 
•were in the camps of Israel. The neglect 
that the little Cubans have had to en- 
| dure is therefore a sure sign of tbe aw- 
! ful suffering which attacks the whole 
! isiaud. That they have been sacrificed 


ia cnly too true. Even children too 
small to be objects of suspicion have 
been wantonly ill used, if not killed 
outright, and those old enough to carry 
messages have been, in some cases, 
treated like grown men, and dealt with 
just as severely. Jose Priest, a lad of 
15, died from wounds received when ho 
•was carrying bullets and bread to his 
father in the insurgent camps, and 
Hueds Hernandez, who was only 11, 
was arrested and thrown into prison be- 
cause of the package she was found to 
bo conveying to the enemy, although 
she bad carried it only as a favor, aud 
upon the battlefield little ones have 
loaded muskets, brought water, helped 
the wounded and yielded up their own 
lives for "Cuba libre."—.New York 
Tribune.

rlderable interesc has been ibown here in 
the Naval Volunteer Reserve organization, 
which was formed tbe other night at a 
meeting held in the Waldorf -Astoria hotel, 
with General O. O. Howard commander 
•ad W. D'H. Waibington president. It 
must be admitted that not all this interest 
Is of the most; serious sort, but it is a ques- 
tion whether those who write and gpoak 
hanteringly about the movement are there- 
by adding materially to their own reputa- 
tion for sound good sense. 


It may be that there is nothing in the 


movement that provides for the gathering 
together of dollars by those interested, and 
it may bo also, though it has not been 
shown by any one as yej. that the plan 
will not work harrooniouily with the reg- 
ular array and tbe state militia or national 
guard, but the character of the men inter- 
ested should surely be a guarantee of the 
best faith in the world and insure the ut- 
most rospeot. 


General Slmoq B. Buokner of Kentucky, 


General Daniel E. Sickles, General Alex- 
ander MoD. MoCook, General Joshua L. 
Chamberlain of Maine, General Joe Wheel- 
er of Alabama, General James Longstreet 
of Washington and General Granville M. 
Dodge, every one of whom smelled powder 
and did lively fighting on one side or the 
other during the civil war, besides a score 
or thereabout of others scarcely less well j 
known as veterans, were present at Wie 
meeting, and their motives are undoubted- ' 
ly patriotic to the core. 
> 


Their plan to enroll at least 1,000,000 


volunteers through the country who will 
arm themselves and maintain a vast mili- 
tary organization at their own expense 
that can be called upon in addition to tbe j 
state and national forces wherever the I 
government is in need of well drilled I 
fighting men IB one that appeals to the 
imagination, to say the least. To be thor- 
oughly successful the scheme will, of 
course, need to engage the earnest services 
of men much younger than the veterans 
mentioned above; hut, of course, this must 
be well understood and already provided 
for. 
General Chamberlain's BecowU 


Some of tbe men mentioned among the 


founders of the new organization are bet- 
ter hnown than General Joshua L. Cham- 
berlain. but none has passed through R 
more varied and exciting career. 


On Sept. 9 next General Chamberlain 


will be 70. It was his Intention when 
young, I have been told, to become a min- 
ister of the gospel. Borne influence turned 
his energies into educational channels, 
however, and he became a teacher of rhet- 
oric at Bowdoin. When the war broke 
out, the young teacher enlisted as goon as 
ho could get bis name down, and be served' 
with such distinction to the very end as 
to rise from tbe private's rank to that of 
brevet major general. In all he took part 
in 34 pitched battles. . 


Aft«/ tto war be was made president of 


Bowdoin and major general of the state 


militia. Unlike most like petition*, tbU 
WM then on* of actual service in Maine, 
•luoe in 1880 • right lively row broke out 
between the Republican! »nd the fusion- 
lits which required tevere handling to 
quell. He was also thrice elected governor 
of Maine, he served « government com- 
iniuloner to the Pui* exposition in 1879, 
and he has occupied many other potto of 
honor and public usefulness. 


General Lo»f«t»««t M a «chter. 


Although bit ouriicei in time of peace 


have not been to extensive ag General 
Chamberlain's, the fighting record of Gen- 
eral James Longrtreet is aven more bril- 
liant. General Longstreet was born six 
years earlier than General Chamberlain, 
and this gave him a chance to take part in 
the Mexican war. Unlike Chamberlain, he 
was trained as a soldier atWeit Point and 
had been in active service come time when 
ho smelled the powder of his first battle. He 
took part in every engagement of the 
Mexican war, excepting that at Bnena 
Vista, and in enough engagements in the 
civil war to bring hia total of pitched bat- 
tles up to 03, or eight more than General 
Chamberlain's. 


Longstreot and Grant were great friends. 


They fought together in the Mexican war, 
and they fought against each other in the 
civil war, but their personal relations were 
always of the pleasantest. 
Longstreet 


sometimes tells a story of meeting Grant 
unexpectedly in St. Louis in 1868. Grant 
waa then out of the service, and he told 
Longstreot that he had long been anxious 
to moot him in order to repay a borrowed 
$5. Longstreet suspected that Grant was 
hard up, as indeed he was, said he didn't 
remember the loan and declined to tako 
the rnouoy. 


"But," said Grant, "you must. I can't 


bo happy with money in tuy pocket that 
doesn't belongto me." 


Longstreet finally took it, and the two 


men did not meet again till that memo- 
rable day at Appomattox when the forces 
of the Confederacy were surrendered to 
the northern'leader. 


Other Heroes. 


General Alexander MoD. MoCook, an- 


other of the veterans who have given the 
weight of their influence and reputation 
to the National Volunteer Reserve, is a 
member of the famous family of "Fight- 
Ing McCooks." Like Longstreet, he began 
his life as a soldier in peace times, though 
he waa not old enough to fight in the 
Mexican war. 
McCook was in the first 


battle of Bull Bun, and, no matter who 
else showed the white feather then and 
there, he could not havo been lacking in 
bravery, for he received his first brevet be- 
cause of meritorious conduct on that field. 


General Joe Wheeler's record for per- 


sonal bravery ia also oqlb of which all 
Americans as well as himself may well b« 
proad. General Wheeler was a member ol 
the party of Confederates brought to Fort 
Monroe from farther south with Jefferson 
Davis loon after the general surrendered. 
The lata Alexander Stephens was also of 
that party, and he expected nothing short 
of life imprisonment for himself, Wh-faler 
and several others. Regarding the proba- 
ble fate of Mr. Davis, Stephens confessed 
to Wheeler that his apprehensions were so 
horrible he oouldn 't speak of them. Wheel- 
er answered that be felt sure no one would 
be executed and that the imprisonment of 
all would be short. His judgment of the 
victors' temper was perfect.

The Secret of the President's 


Cuban Policy. 


A. EEYIEW OF HIS 
PROGRAMME. 


From the First He Has Believed That a 


Bloodless Victory Could Be Secured Iu 
Time and Has Steadfastly Adhered to 
His Policy^ 


•WASHINGTON, April 1.—[Special.]—Now 


that tbe Cuban crisis is so aoute, it is 


{ worth while to review the exciting events 


of the past few months, especially with 
reference to the policy pursued by tbe 
United States government. In this culmi- 
nation of forces it should be borne in mind 
that for more than sis months President 
MeKinley has had a definite Cuban policy, 
for it is only in the light of knowledge of 
that policy one is now able correctly to 
judge current developments. On account 
of tbe careful and at times seemingly vac- 
illating movements of the administration 
during the excitement of the last few 
•weeks gome people have jumped to the 
conclusion that the administration bad no 
Cuban policy, but was simply drifting 
along with events, playing a hand at 
what the foreign writers call "opportun- 
ism." 


A Dirtiact Policy. 


This not correct. When the full history 


of this great internaatiocal episode is writ- 
ten, as.it will be some day, it will be found 
that President MoKinley has had a dis- 
tinct and definite Cuban policy ever since 
last July. It was formed just before Gen- 
eral Woodford waa chosen to represent this 
government at Madrid. The sending of 
Mr. Calhoun of Illinois, now interstate 
commerce commissioner, to Cuba on a spe- 
cial mission was a part of the general 
scheme. 'I can well remember tbe great 
anxiety of the president to secure tbe serv- 
ices of just the right man at Madrid. He 
wanted a man who could win the confi- 
dence of the leaders of tbe Spanish govern- 
ment, who could get upon the most friend- 
ly personal terms with them and secure a 
hearing for whatever be had to say. At 
the game time the president wanted a man 
who had in him the stern qualities which 
should enable-him to turn at the right 
moment and enforce a vigorous policy 
upon tbe government to which he was ac- 
credited. 


All this indicated the nature of the pol- 


icy which the president had decided upon 
when he set to casting about for a fit man 
to serve as minister to Madrid. And what 
was this policy? In a few words it was, if 
possible, to secure tbe independence, or 
practically the independence, of Cuba 
without war. Having adopted this policy 
and laid out his plan of campaign, Presi- 
dent MoKinley adhered to it through all 
vicissitudes. When others abandoned hope 
of peace, ho still adhered to his plans. 
It 


seemed impossible to shake hia belief in 
th-oir final success. 


Independence 'Without War. 


His confidence in an ultimate triumph 


of tbe policy of freeing Cuba without war 
was largely a matter of temperament with. 
the president. He is essentially a diplo- 
mat;. Everything he does shows this. He 
has made his success in life through pos- 
session of an abnormal tact and shrewd- 
ness. He was always a peacemaker, rare- 
ly a warmaker. It was perfectly natural 
for him to look the Cuban situation all 
over, to reflect upon the difficulties of 
Spain's position, tho impossibility of Cuba

the vast financial Interests involved, tno 
hopelessness of her plan of making the 
colony contented and prosperous, and to 
reach a conclusion that by skillful diplo- 
macy he could induce Spain to make con- 
cessions, one after another, -which should 
ultimately lead to the manumission of the 
island from Spain's control. 


An essential feature of the president's 


programme was time. In the nature of 
things it would take years for the situa- 
tion to develop to that stage in which it 
would be ripe for final action. 
The presi- 


dent's plan was to move step by step, to 
crowd Spam a little further and a little 
further, to accustom her people and her 
ruling men gradually to the idea of Amer- 
ican interference in their affairs. In the 
end there were to bo threats of war and 
preparations for war and alarm through- 
out tho Ti orld, but no actual hostilities. 
Spain was to weaken at the last moment 
because we were to show her that we wtire 
her friend and to point out the way to her 
how she could drop Cuba without loss of 
dignity or too great sacrifice of material 
interests. 


Playing to Spain tbe part of a strong, 


masterful friend who was able to win her 
confidence, give her help, get her out of 
the trouble in which her rebellious colony 
bad plunged her, tbe president never for 
a moment doubted that be would succeed 
in tbe end. His favorite idea waa to con- 
vince Spain Cuba was a bankrupt estate 
upon which the owner was powerless to 
restore order and prosperity and that 
therefore (he best thing to do was to sur- 
render it upon terms of dignity and honor 
for a just equity. 


An Unseen Force. 


But all this time a great, silent, unseen 


force was entering as a factor into the sit- 
uation. Public opinion was rising like a 
great cloud among the American people. 
It rose slowly, very slowly, in the west 
At first it was not portentous, but it gath- 
ered volume as the days and months passed 
by. It darkened and became more and 
more ominous, but it did not break. 


Then came a deafening crash. A stroke 


of lightning in Havana harbor startled tho 
world. All the people looked about them, 
and many who had not before perceived 
tbe storm now saw it and realized its por- 
tent. Blacker and blacker it glow until 
the heavens were obscured by it. 
From 


the moment the thunderbolt smashed the 
Maine into atoms it grew with amaz- 
ing rapidity. For some weeks it has been 
only a question of how long a time would 
elapse before it would break in all its 
fury. Events had proved stronger than 
the carefully laid plans of a man as skill- 
ful and powerful as the president of tho 
United States. 


After the thunderbolt at Havana tho 


president still stood his ground. Even 
those who do not indorse hia method have 
praiied bis courage and steadfastness. Ho 
has indited that full opportunity be given 
his policy, even in extremity, to show 
whether or not it could succeed. 
Many 


have from tho first doubted tind oven scout- 
ed the plan to win a bloodless victory, to 
effect a revolution without war. Their 
numbers nave vastly increassd since tho 
destruction of the Maine. Tho echoes of

gray in consequence of a violent shock to 
the mind. Some of those present wera 
only half inclined to disbelieve this some- 
what startling theory, while others conld 
not be sufSciontly scathing in tho remarks 
they made concerning pebple who were 
simple enough to place any crredence in 
such nursery tales. 


Aa the discussion grew warmer and 


warmer, until every member of our party 
was engaged either in championing or 
combating the, question in point, a man 
seated near us rose slowly, pushing his 
chair from him, and approached our table. 
He was a fine, tall fellow, of herculean 
build, and his intelligent features, which 
bore an espression of great determination, 
were rendered very striking by a pair of 
keen, blue eyes. But what made his ap- 
pearance still more remarkable was the 
fact that both his hair and beard were as 
white as enow, although they surrounded 
a countenance whioh would not permit 
one to reckon his age at more than about 
85. 


"Excuse me, gentlemen, if I am inter- 


rupting your conversation," he remarked, 
bowing politely to all of ns. "Ton were 
just discussing a subject that has more 
than ordinary interest for me. I happen 
myself to be a living proof that under cer- 
tain cirouiastanccs a terrible shook to the 
jnind can produce that selfsame physical 
effect of which you were just speaking, 
and which tho majority of you seem to 
discredit." 


These wortjs naturally excited the curi- 


osity of all present to the highest degree. 
We quickly made room for our new ac- 
quaintance at tbe table, and when ho had 
seated himself comfortably urged him to 
relate to us the circumstances whioh had 
produced such a strange and sudden change 
in his appearance. The stranger told us 
this story: 


"If any of yon gentlemen have ever in- 


terested yourself closely in American 
affairs, tho name of Auburn cannot well 
be strange to you. It denotes much the 
same for tbe United States as Spielberg 
does for Austria. You must not picture 
Auburn to yourselves merely as a gloomy 
and extensive prison, as one large, soli- 
tary building—DO 1 It is ratheij an entire 
colony of criminals, a sort of town or me- 
tropolis for the wretches that the commu- 
nity has thrust out. 


"Shut in by immense walls, which rise 


up from the level plain to a considerablo 
height, are crowded together a large num- 
ber of detached buildings—houses that 
contain the prison cells, warders' dwell- 
ings, hospital and workshops—all sullen 
and forbidding looking, and here and 
there dotted about may be seen a small 
patch of grasa, a few trees and very occa- 
sionally a flower bed, like the last linger- 
ing recollections of innocent childhood 
among the black thoughts of a criminal. 


"Certain events which would have but 


little interest for you had led to my jour- 
neying from Hamburg, my birthplace, to 
America immediately after the comple- 
tion of my studies, and after a short stay 
in New Tork I accepted the post of prison 
doctor at Auburn. 
I was intrusted with 


the medical supervision over that part of 
the prison which was set apart for the 
worst class of criminals—men, or I should 
say human hyenas, whose blood, as Meph- 
Jstopheles says, had already ceased to be 
'a fluid of rare quality.' 


"Two of these wretches were destined 


to spend the reruainderof their days in tbe 
prison, and they, by reason of their great 
physical strength, as well as by the ex- 
traordinary cunning they hod evinced in 
several desperate attempts to regain their 
freedom, were subjected to even closer su- 
pervision than the rest of their compan- 
ions. I was an object of particular hatred 
and disiiko to these two scoundrels be- 
cause I had been instrumental in the dis- 
covery of a number of iron implements 
which they bad concealed under their 
clothes, nd again on another occasion be- 
cause I had refused to receive them into 
the hospital when they hod feigned illness, 
expecting doubtless when they were once 
in there that thoy would find more favor- 
able opportunities for accomplishing their 
escape.

Put 
the chestnuts in the sirup and let them 
boil until tender. Remove the nuts from 
the sirup and peel the skins off them. 
Boil a pound of best granulated sugar 


i with a cup of water. 
Stir the sirup 


carefully until it bolls; do not stir it 
again. When a little dropped into ice 
water becomes brittle and cracks, re- 
move the sirup from the fire and put 
the pan containing it into another of 
boiling'water.

It Is 
a mistake for those who have trouble 
with their feet to soak them in water, 
for it renders them more tender, and 
a daily wash with soap and flannel does 
all that is necessary. 


Cut flowers may be preserved for an 


unusually long time If a little saltpeter 
or carbonate of soda be added to the 
water. Salt will help to keep them fresh. 


About the House. 


To keep bright grates from rust make 


a strong paste of fresh lime and water 
and with a brush smear it thickly over 
the polished surface. This is a simple 
way of keeping the grates and fire irons 
of an unoccupied house free from injury 
for months. 


To remove old putty and paint make 


a paste with soft soap and a solution of 
caustic soda or with slaked lime and 
pearl ash. Lay it on with a piece of rag 
or a brush and leave it for several 
hours, when it will be found that tho 
paint or putty may be easily removed. 


Ordinary dirt may be easily removed 


from alabaster by the application of 
soap and water; but if, after this treat- 
ment, stains still remain, cover them 
with \vtnting, leave for some hours, 
wash off the whiting with clean water 
and rub the parts where the stcuns 
were. 


Washing Eider Down. 


Here is the way in which to wash 


garments of elder down: Make a suds of 
lukewarm water and the beat laundry 
soap. Put in the garment and wash it 
thoroughly, being careful not to rub 
soap on H: that causes it to shrink in 
spots and '» undesirable in every way.

NEW FITCHBURG BRIDGE 


Big Structure at Braytonville 


Just Completed After 


Seven Weeks of 


Work. 


BUILT 
UNDER 
DIFFICULTIES 


Trains Running Over it 
While the 


New Bridge Was Built Up To, 


Take the Place o! the Old 


One. 
No Delays or 


Accidents. 


The Fitehburg Railroad company's new 


bridge at BraytonviUe is completed aud 
painted and the slowing up of traius at 
that point is at an end. Tho job is very 
satisfactory tuul the heaviest trains have 
no more effect upon the bridge than they 
would upon a bed of rock. 


The old bridge was taken down anil tbe 


new ono sat up under tho direction of E. 
N. Frissell, who for a number of years has 
been the 
company's master bridge 


builder. The work had to be done with- 
out interfering with the business of the 
road, with the excoplioa of course that 
trains had to run slowly over tho bridge 
while the change was in progreas, and 
this was very successfully accomplished 
without the slightest mishap to a train or 
a man. 


The work was begun on January 22, 


but a lay off of about three weeks was all 
occasioned by failure of material to arrive 
in time, so ihe actual working time was 
only 7 weeks. A toroe of about 40 men 
was. employed most of tho time, including 
the masons and all who helped in any 
capacity. Considerable itone work had 
to be doae. as two courses of granite 
blocks had to be laid on the two abut- 
ments and three piers. The ne v bridge 
being of a pattern different from the old 
one, this was necessary to bring the tracks 
up to the proper level. 


The old structure was what is known as 


a pin and link truss bridge, while the new 
one is a steel plate girder truss bridge. Ic 
is built on the principle of the new Main 
street bridge. The trusses are steel plates 
set up edgewise and held firmly in posi- 
tion by braces and supports, the result 
being a solidity equal to the greatest 
strain that will ever be placed upon the 
structure. The bridge was made by the 
Peccoyu Iron company of Pencoyd, Pa., 
one of the largest iron concerns in the 
country. 
Ic is 360 feet long, double 


tracked, weighs 2-10 tons and cost all 
complete, about $20,000. This style of 
bridge is considered, for a short span 
bridge, the most economical, the safest 
and to require the least care of any bridge 
in use. It will do good service for many 
years. 


The old bridge was too light for the 


company's heavy and increasing traffic. 
The heaviest engines and trains run a few 
years ago were like ponies in comparison 
with those which have been put on since 
the road passed into the hands of the 
Pitchburg company, and only the most 
solid and perfect structures in the way of 
bridges will now suffice. The erection cf 
this bridge is in line with the policy of 
the Fitchbnrg company to put its road in 
the most thorough condition from end to 
end, and wherever a bridge shows any 
signs of weakness or lack of capacity it is 
taken down and replaced with a new and 
modern structure. 


This bridge is the longest on the Fitch- 


burg road between the Hoosac tunnel and 
Troy and its erection was the heaviest job 
of the kind ever done for the company 
with derricks. In setting it up three large 
derricks and one derrick car were used, 
with three heavy hoisting engines, and a 
locomotive to deliver the materials where 
wanted. Sections weighing 15 tons were 
easily handled, though cot without the 
exercise of constant and extreme care. 
The ordinary man cannot realize the 
responsibility attached to the direction of 
such a piece of work on a road over 
which trains are passing almost hourly 
days, nights and Sundays, and it is no 
wonder that Mr. Frissell felt a sense of 
relief when the work was successfully 
completed. He takes pride in the fact 
that not an accident of any kind occurred 
and that his help was of such a character 
that there was not the least unpleasant- 
ness among the men'at any time. At 
present Mr. Frissell is making a few small 
repairs in this section, but will soon be 
away for duty elsewhere. 


A short section of black on each side of 


the bridge, which for the most part is 
painted dark red, may excite curiosity, 
and for the benefit of those who may 
wonder at this apparent oddity it should 
be stated that the black paint is a new va- 
riety for which much is claimed by its 
makers, and the company has taken this 
way to give it a trial. A little of it has 
been used oc the sunny and shady sides 
of the bridge and time will be allowed to 
decide whether it is equal, inferior or su-4' 
perior to old-fashioned red lead. 


The cars in which Mr. Frissell and his 


men live have stood since the beginning 
of the work at Braytonville near the 
crossing at that place. They are fitted 
with every necessary accommodation and 
the men lack no substantial comfort. A 
description of the outfit and the way the 
men are cared for was given in this paper 
when the "bridge gang," as it is called, 
was here on a foi-mer occasion.
